ORANGES FOR HEALTH 

One of the strongest rensous why the use of oranres is tecrecsing 
so rapidly is because the public is becoming: convinced that the orange 
isa healthful fruit. Of course, the cooperation of the orange prowers 
has been helpful in producing: better grades of fruit, and in controlling 
shipment and refrieration. We can now depend upon getting, fruit 
of a better flavor and with better keoping qualities. 

The nvernge person, does not use oranges for food 
beenuse of their flavor, color, ar cost. If you will ask the next ten 
people you meet why they use oranges, probably every one will tell 
you that it is because they thing: it is good for them. They have 
arrived at this opinion mainly because of their own experience, as 
they will tell you they feel better when using oranves in their diet. 

Scientific investigation has proved that oranmes do have a health- 
ful value. This is not a new discovery, for we find as early as 1646 
Ferrarins wrote one of the first books on citrus fruits in which he 
recommended orange juice for “pestilent fevers accomnanied by 
eruptions.” At thot time ai water was distilled from the orange 
flowers and was said to be of “joyous odor end good for a sluggish 
stomach.” 

A good deal has been written in recent years “bout the vitamins 
in oranges, and while these substances; have never been actually seen, 
it is believed from experimentation that the cityvus fruits contain large 
amounts of at least the vitamins A, B, and C. 

Orange juice is now a regular part of the diet of babies. It is 
recommended by physicians beceure of the fruit surar, and also 
hecause of the vitamin C which is sometimes deficient in milk. 
Oranees contain a voodly amount of calcium. even though they are 
considered an acid fruit. This calciuin is used by the body in building 
hones, and it is espectolly important that young babies secure enough 
of this clement from their foods. 

The cilrie acid in the orange and other citrus fruits acts as a 
valuable stimulant to digestion, especislly increasing: the biliary flow. 
This makes it esnecially helpful to those who have a tendency to 
sluggishness of the liver. One who has been bilious a good deal 
cannot take a better treatment than to live for a few days exclusively 
on a citrus fruit diet. After the good has been accomplished with 
such a fruit fast, it is a wise thing for one with a tendency to liver
